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| was born in MCML (1950 for the millennials) and | am still learning and eagerly absorbing all that the 
ancient, past and present world offers me. At the end of the sixties, while the others turned into sons of 
flowers and went crazy for free sex and marijuana, | (with two girls who cared about my "well-being") 
studied electronics and read The Memories of Future and Extraterrestrials will return, by Erich von 


Daniken. In the early seventies | discovered the writings of Piero Scanziani (the Entronauts, Sri 





Mere Seanziant 





Aurobindo), of Jean Herbert (India borders with God) and of Giorgio de Santillana (History to rewrite, 
The Hamlet’s mill). AS a worthy great-grandson of Prof. Pavel Kunaver | used to read astronomy, 
astrophysics and archaeology and climbed at night with a small telescope on the hill of San Marco to 
see the shooting stars and comets (Ikeia-Seki and Tago-Sato-Kosaka). | focused on the Sumerians, 
the Bible and epos such as Gilgames, Mahabharata (Baghwad Gita), Nordic sagas and even closer 
stories like those reported by my uncle Dr. Georg Graber in the book Sagen aus Karnten (Stories of 
Carinthia). De Santillana made me discover the true historical "parallel convergences", while the 
people worried about those of the killed politicians and those who ascended to the ephemeral throne 
of useless ignorants. So | discovered the "virgins" (a crowd!) who gave birth to the "sons of god", their 
little children who were persecuted for saying the "truths" contrary to the rulers, the empathic people, 
who adopted the most extreme pacifist ideas for then using them as a deadly weapon against those 
who supported tradition. Step by step | arrived at my ideas on past and present humanity, on religions 
(all "unique", all "the only truth", all "of peace" and almost all extremely bloody), on the history and on 


the lies that historiographers shove us down as their latest discoveries. 


As we know from the ancient Mesopotamian, Greek, Indian and Chinese writings, young people have 
always been disqualified as dumb, stupid, uneducated, lazy and perverted. The truth is, that in the 
eyes of the elderly, they really are so. If | look at my own past, | must admit that | have lost a lot of 
opportunities for not having eaten science with the ogre spoon as a baby. But anyhow, you are not 
born wise and it takes a lot of years crawling in libraries and in everyday life, to accumulate knowledge 
and to understand, that you'll never have enough time to learn the contents of a bucket of water, taken 
from the sea of knowledge, which in the meantime continues to expand like a wildfire. 


The truths that they’ve taught us in high school and the technology that they taught us at the university 
are now remote and surpassed. An example: in the computational class we had built a device taken 
from the book Computer Lab, to simulate binary commands. It was a board of 40 by 60 cm, of fine 
chipboard with melanin laminate on side A, and the doors and, or, not, xor, nand and nor, to simulate 
the binary path. We studied Basic, Fortran and Cobol and the input to the "grand ordinateur" of 
Honeywell-Bull of Paris was made by satellite with an American telex with the 8-hole ribbon instead of 
the 5-hole European. Today young people program in composite languages, they do not know how to 
calculate in a binary system and they do not even know that the basis of everything is the diode 
(vacuum-tube, nuvistor, germanium or silicon diode) contained in thousands in a microchip. Many 
have never seen a microchip, which they carry with them in almost all modern instruments, from the 
pocket calculator, to the telephone, GPS, car and even credit card but they know very well how to use 


them.

They adore the deceitful Steve Jobs (who invented nothing) and don't even know who Dennis Ritchie 
was, the inventor of Windows, Unix, C language and generic text programming. Even one of my 
cousins asked me surprised: "Didn't Bill Gates invent Windows?" No, Bill Gates is just another very 
rich thief of other people's ideas, like Mark Zuckerberg. 


| could write essays on hundreds of topics, but here | want to skip everyone and focus on one unique 


and very important one: the thin body, or soul, as religions call it. 


Chapter I: The discovery 


The history of scientific research about the soul began at the end of the 1800s with the works of 
psychologists such as Nietzsche, Freud and Jung. Then came the Sorbonne studies of the 1930s and 
1940s, where unfortunately leftists like Jean-Paul Sartre and Luis Aragon reigned, and the research 
was lost in the political swamp of the Spanish Civil War and the post-World War Euphoria, the atomic 
bomb and the conquest of Moon. 


The sources teach us, that the stimuli for research came from Pondicherry in India, where the yogi Sri 
Aurobindo began to teach the ancient Sanskrit knowledge in language understandable even to the 
subjects of the Queen of England, before converting into their arch-enemy and fighter for 
independence. Pondicherry became the destination of the pilgrimages of Europeans in search of the 
Truth. The merit of spreading the meditations of the yogi Aurobindo in France is largely due to a 
Frenchwoman, the Parisian Mirra Alfassa, who took over the management of the Ashram of 
Pondicherry together with her husband. Although the material contents of the Vedas (the wars, the 
Vimana flying machines, the terrible possibly atomic weapons and the fighting gods) were at the 
centre of interest of the English, the French concentrated more on spiritual contents. The testimonies, 
collected in Pondicherry, led the researchers-adventurers to the libraries of the universities of Calcutta 
(Kolkata), Delhi and Bombay (Mumbai), where they discovered some old treaties of experiments in 


psychology, which for them were absolute novelties. 





| must start by saying that in those days speaking of metempsychosis (reincarnation) was something 


very exotic, mysterious, forbidden and even blasphemous for European Christians, even though today 


we know that the Vatican (including the Pope) believes in and cultivates this knowledge hidden from 


the masses. 


The Hindus of any sect all believe in three essential things: divinities (many!), reincarnation and 


karma. 


There are thousands of gods, and almost every family in the upper castes has its own. In Europe the 
most combative or bloody ones, as the goddess Kali, were known, because the Britons were eager to 


represent India as a country of savages and murderers. 


This trend continued into the 1950s with cinematography that drew heavily on the Indian mysteries of 
the British Empire, which in our time remained so only in the eyes of the uneducated post-war 
boomers. In 1959 the German Fritz Lang concluded the trend and established the foundations for the 
future trips of the "smoked" Hippies to India with two interesting films on the edge of horror: Der Tiger 
von Eschnapur (The Tiger of ESnapur) and Das Indische Grabmal (The Indian stone tomb). Farewell 
to the spirituality, but in the years of the Topolino, the Millecento and the first semi-automatic washing 
machine, this was the situation. On the one hand the middle class that fed on Fiat, Ignis and Candy 
and on the other hand the revolutionaries divided between bloodthirsty Red Brigatists with machine 
guns and peaceful hippies anaesthetized by marijuana, heroin and sex. The “Carosello” united all of 
them, at 8:30 pm, children, adults, old, leftists and right-wingers, in front of the small screen in 64,000 
shades of gray, to at least dream of the well-being after the destruction of the Second World War. 
Ancient history and spirituality remained in the libraries and in the minds of a few. Sri Aurobindo died in 


the peace of his Ashram and the period of enlightening ended temporarily. 


Indeed, most Indian gods are more alike our saints, sages, teachers and protectors. They look like a 


plethora of sanfranciscos, saintniclas and sanvalentinos. 


The basis of the Indian divine universe is Brahma, which in Europe was initially interpreted as the 
Supreme God and Creator but which in truth god is not at all. Brahma is the Whole, that is, the 
primordial matter, the tennis ball, which is the origin of the Big Bang. Even the times of modern 
scientists coincide with those of the "breath" of Brahma. Giuseppe Merlino explains it in his blog in 
such a simple way that everyone can understand it. The concept is described in the Upanishads and 
the 4 yugas together last 4'320 million years. What a coincidence! Arthur Schopenhauer and many 
other Western philosophers were fascinated by it. Our Arian origins have never disappeared from our 


hidden memory. 


Occult memory? Yes, so we return to the first aim of this chapter. The discovery of the French of the 
Sorbonne in India was that of reincarnation. The most significant case, described in the Paris 
abstracts, is that of a little girl named Shanti Devi, born in Delhi in 1926, who remembered, at the age 
of four, without any apparent reason, her previous life. She told his father that she lived a previous life 
under the name of Ludgi and died at delivery of her third son in 1925. The case aroused much interest 
in medical and religious circles and had almost total attention in the media of that time. There was also 
great echo in England and France, which set in motion the research and simulations of the Sorbonne. 
After all the uproar, the widowed husband and the mother of Ludgi rejected the relationship with the 
child, annoyed by the almost morbid attentions of the whole world. Shanti did not marry. She worked in 
a public office in Delhi. She wrote books on reincarnation and died on December 27, 1987, at age 61. 
The network is full of hers and information about her. 


The abstracts of the research also reported the very similar case, but changing Shanti Devi into an 
Alsace French woman who remembered her husband and children, living in Nimes. It was certainly a 
hoax even though the purpose was never clarified. Funds for research, the protagonism of 
researchers or the need for results are some possible clues. It is not even clear if the story was really 
part of the abstracts or pure invention, written in the form of a research report by some of the 
participants. Many knew of the experiments and some of them were also endowed with fervent 


imagination. 


Chapter Il: The Creation 


| am atheist, but not blind. On the contrary. | can see very well. | read the Bible and other "sacred" 
texts in search of occult truths. So | discovered many passages that others do not see. 





The Anunnaki were alien visitors, disguised as gods, angels and demons. Perhaps the primitive and 
hairy Sumerians were turned into a new hairless race, but not smoothly. The first mutants were 
probably useless beings for their purpose, perhaps of a violent and unreliable nature. The extinction 
with the universal flood was invented and they saved only the specimens that were in agreement with 
their project and purpose. The Hebrew Bible copies the Sumerian and Vedic scriptures, tells of divine 
floods and punishments and sometimes reports uncomfortable and gory facts. The Levites first said 
that it was hard and pure Word of God, but then they decided to censor it. In their misogynist fury they 
erased the mother goddess Asherah and the truth about the creation of man. 


Those who reason with hysterical and uppity fury make mistakes and so, through a more careful eye, 
the Asherah (revered by the Jews in the days of King David), as well as the Lilith reappear.uppityLilith 
being the first proud and non-conformist wife, created by God the same day and in the same way as 
Adam ("woman and man He created them" Genesis 1.27). In his own image and likeness He create 
them, clearly the males to the image of god-father and the females to the image of mother goddess. 
Then Lilith rebelled as she didn’t want to be subject to Adam, neither morally nor sexually. Then she 
divorced, picked up shack and puppets and moved away from Adam, from the Eden to the Red Sea. 
Adam, like all divorced, suffered from the widowhood syndrome and asked God for another wife, slave 
and obedient, and God cloned him, creating Eve (Genesis 2.22). But Eve came with some problems 
that Adam certainly didn't like. She was foolish, curious, bawling, disobedient to lascivious. Thus she 
induced Adam to transgress the mandate of God by putting him in trouble up to his neck. Just like 
modern women do. About Adam | want to specify that "Adam" is not a proper name or a singular name 
but in Hebrew it is plural and indicates the entire population, created by God, perhaps hundreds of 
men. The history of the Sumerians tells that the Anunaki mated (or perhaps implanting eggs with 
modified ADN) to the beautiful but foolish and hairy girls to create the Caucasian race. This also 
explains the problem of consanguinity. The sons and daughters of the Adam and Eve were brothers of

My graduation work was on the development of electronic computing systems, before enrolling in the 
Faculty of Electrotechnics with the address in electronics. | wanted to be the new Nicola Tesla. | was 
born rational even if | sometimes fly with dreams and fantasy, which save me from boredom and 
conformism. In the early seventies | had dismantled the panels of a very expensive IBM 360 to see his 
brain. | bought hundreds of books and read dozens of pounds of service manuals but | couldn't shake 
off the idea, that Man made the computer in his own image and likeness. The central processor, the 
temporary memory, the long-lasting physical memory, the input system, the machine language, the 
operating software, the output system, the connection to the peripherals, were all very similar to the 
functioning of the human body. With the coming years, the primordial computer of the seventies 
appears increasingly prodromal to artificial intelligence and more and more similar to the petulant droid 
C-3PO built by Anakin Skywalker of the Star Wars. He also realizes that he is naked (without an 
external plating) only when humans observe him. Science fiction that copies and at the same time 


precedes reality. 


| "suffered" two traumatic religious meetings for the other party. One was with a Jehovah Witness and 
the other with two missionary boys from the Church of the Apostles of Latter-day Saints, Mormons for 
ordinary mortals. We also had theological discussions that were comical and ended with the total 
mental confusion for the "persuaders". | found that these kids read and learn the Bible by heart as 
automatons, in the same way that Muslims read the Koran, Surah after Surah, often without 
understanding anything. Meditation is lacking, as the "masters" do not want dogmas to be discussed. 
To clarify the concept | want to cite just one example that all Christians should know. Let's open the 
book of Job. The God has a name: Jehova and, therefore, in my opinion it is not the same God- 
Creator of Genesis. Jehovah has children (hence also a wife and, if it is the same god that created the 
Universe, this should be the goddess Asherah - Ishtar for the Sumerians). One of the sons is Satan. 
When asked about Jehova, where he was, he replies that he has turned around the Earth and walked 
there. It looks like an alien with its flying saucer visiting various continents and peoples. Satan is a 
problematic, sniveling brat, spoiled by his father, who will cause suffering to Job and death to his 
family through envy, wickedness and sadism. Jehova proves himself to be an idiot, who indulges who 


panders his son’s idiosincrasies without repentance and without respect for the children of Adam. 


Jehova himself repeats his wicked actions several times over the centuries and personally kills more 
than twenty million human beings just to educate, punish or free the Jews who, incidentally, are going 
to Egypt as voluntary emigrants, have received there the shelter, food, honors and glory to then prove 
unworthy and ungrateful when the murderer Moses wanted to use them to shield himself in his flight to 
the city of his father-in-law Jetro in the lands of the Midian, where his wife Zipporah bore him their son 
Gersom (Exodus 2.22).

Then 
someone still wonders why the Jews were driven from every place on earth that they invaded over 
millennia. The same applies to the bloodthirsty Ba-al, the god fought by Jehovah and renamed by 


Muhammad in Allah. Here too the soul is the unjustified absent. 


Let's go back to the brilliant Anakin Skywalker. If history were written in the last decade, C-3PO 
certainly would have an external memory that would save the memory of its hard drive from 


destruction. 





My high school biology and somatology professor (a filthy pedophile, whom the next generation rightly 
sent to the intensive care unit), taught that science does not know what 90% of the human brain does. 
After 50 years, this percentage has little changed. We know where the activity centers are, but the 
quantity of neurons with almost unknown activity is always around 90%. The professor suggested very 
cautiously, that the brain could hide something ocult, perhaps extraordinary abilities like telekinesis, 
telepathy, clairvoyance and the unpronounceable soul.

Happiness for 
Muslims, who are booting the 72 virgins, horror for Christians who find themselves with the only 
wrinkled wife and forced, without the blue pill, to perform the wedding duty, terror for the Hindus, 
Buddhists and Shintoists, who must discount the karma of precedent lives as cockroaches, worms, 
stercophagus beetles or other amenities. The soul therefore does not live in the body and does not 
decay with death. Perhaps it is dry cleaned and recycled, as happened to the Indian girl who 
remembered her previous life, her husband and her death shortly after delivery.

To save my contacts or transfer them to another device | should have used the Cloud. For the 
unaware of modern electronics it will be better to specify that The Cloud is much more foggy than it 
appears from the term. This is a chain of servers under the control of Jeff Bezos (Amazon!) and the 
NSA (acronym for National Security Agency of the United States of America). One of the cloud control 
centers is located in Quantico, Virginia, which also houses the largest base of the C.I.A. Goodbye 
safety and confidentiality. Using the cloud | would have given all my contacts to the Yanks with a real 
danger of voluntarily making me a slave to Obama, something | loved as much as tear gas and pepper 
spray, fired directly into my face. It’s a Big Brother, so powerful, to kill the Freedom of the First 
Amendment of the Constitution of the United States and of the whole Civil World. 
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We all know that the clouds contain neither Thor, Odin nor Jehova and Allah but ice, water and a lot of 
static electricity. Mega-volts of tension that discharge with supersonic speed and consequent thunder. 
One night, while meditating on the recently read novel by Sartre “Les Jeux sont Faites” (The chips are 
down), | was struck by one of these lightning bolts. My brain lit up with Immense (without Leopardi and 
with Recanati at 4500 nautical miles) and, instead of closing my eyes and sleeping, | got up and went 
to walk in the garden, empty of humans but full of coconut palms and tropical flowers. Violating the 
condominium's schedule, | dropped into the pool and, playing a dead, | admired Orion's belt, the 
Pleiades and Jupiter, which shone more than the elusive International Space Station in the starry sky. 
Why did the ancient Egyptians and the Aztecs look to the Orion with so much devotion to build 


pyramids in the form of its belt? Why does the Bible, copying from the Sumerians, say that Heaven is 
in the sky? Who told the ancients that the stars were Suns and that other Earths revolved around them 
in the eternal repetition of the Brahma’s Breath? Before Galileo we were "officially" obliged to believe 
that the Earth was still and the Sun revolved around it. The University of Salamanca warned 
Christopher Columbus in 1492 that, having reached the edge of the flat Earth, he would have fallen 


into the void with his three ships (lent!) and all the crew. 


Many times | had dreamed of living in another era but now | am happy that it was precisely this that 
made me admire the scientific progress that Dmitrij lvanovi€¢ Mendeljejev, Max Planck, Nicola Tesla 
and Werner von Braun opened. Did | forget someone? Yes, one. It was by purpose, and | will not ask 


for forgiveness. In the Middle Ages | would have made the end of Giordano Bruno on the bonfire. 


In my twenties | liked to fly and | was among the first in Switzerland to get up in the clouds with the 
hang glider. These were the days when some imbecile religious asked idiotic questions to the 
astronauts: "Did you meet God, angels and dead souls?" It seemed that intelligence had escaped 
them when they came out of their mothers’ wombs. | landed many times at La Pampa of Sessa in 
Malcantone and one day | met strange beings, dressed in orange, who planted strawberries, 
watermelons and tomatoes, grazed cows and sang Hare Krishna, Krishna, Krishna, Hare, Hare. They 
were very kind and showed me where to land according to the seasons and crops, planting my 
windsock on them. Once in the fall | was a bit "long" and crash-landed into a cornfield, dry at that time. 
They rushed in mass with a first aid kit, to help me. | got away with a bit of scratches and the folded 
control bar but they wanted me to eat and drink with them (biscuits without eggs and beetroot juice) 
and gave me a Baghwad Gita, which | had eaten in small bites on long winter evenings . It was much 
worse than reading the Koran with the insistent repetition of the praises of Allah and Muhammad, but 
at the same time much more instructive. Arjuna became my hero of the sleepless nights and my 
spiritual assistant at the Cureglia shooting range, where | practiced Zen art with the rifle 31 and the Sig 
210. 


Chapter V: The thin body 


According to the researchers of the Sorbonne, the thin body or soul, according to theologists, is 
eternal, does not decay with the death of the body and is not created with the beginning of material 
life. They omit to indicate where it comes from and where it goes, at least in the public abstracts. Even 
Sartre avoids the cherry in his "Les Jeux sont Faites" (The chips are down) and Luis Aragon has 
turned down silent when the dialogue switch upon the studies of the Sorbonne.

Bluetooth contact. The cloud server is controlled by others but, given the enormous amount of data, it 
probably would not be able to accommodate them all if it were not for the numerical limit of the thin 
bodies. The Bible says 144,000 souls and Jehovah's Witnesses have interpreted this figure as a 
number of "elected" who will be able to enter Paradise. The Sorbonne abstracts indicate an interesting 
condition when they reveal that a thin body can reincarnate without respecting the time line. 
Explaining; if the thin body is not physical, it is not born and it does not die, it is not subject to 
respecting the sequentiality, it must not reincarnate in a period following the previous reincarnation, 


but it can also do so in earlier periods or even as contemporary multiples. 


Eight billion people in the world today means that there are on average about 55,500 contemporary 
reincarnations of the same thin body. Each time a human dies, his thin body is "dry-cleaned up" of 
material experiences and sent back to monitor another physical body. Formatting sometimes does not 
erase everything and re-emerge memories of others. Sometimes the thin body returns to the same 
family but can go anywhere, even to another continent. This also explains the extraordinary abilities of 
some people, who speak foreign languages without having attended a school, boys who sit in cars 
and drive like Clay Regazzoni, people who remember facts that they never lived and places they 


never have visited. Flashback to gogo. 


| had a rather traumatic personal experience. At the end of 1971 | arrived with my wife in Sachseln, in 
central Switzerland. We walked along the shore of Lake Sarnen and got tired. My wife asked if she 
could have a coffee, but the Swiss make it like dishwashing water while we were used to the Trieste 
espresso, black like tar, the best in the world. | don't know what the triggering event was, but at a 
corner where the lake pathway reached the main street | said to her: “Nearby, on the little square, 
there is a cofee and pastry shop where they have the espresso machine. Let's go.” | swear that | have 
never been to Sachseln before. The cofee and pastry shop of 1880 and the Faema espresso machine 
of the 1950s, the only one in the Canton, was really there. We became regulars even when the walks 
took us far away, to the hermitage of Sankt Niklaus of FlUeln, the saint patron of Switzerland. | knew 


all the roads and paths without ever having been there before. After three years | met my grandmother 


again in Padua to introduce to her my newborn daughter, and | told her the story. She looked at me as 
if she had seen a ghost and, after recovering her composure and calm, told me that my grandfather 
was in Lucerne in 1914 on a diplomatic mission for the Austro-Hungaric Empire. Certainly the Swiss 
offered the delegation of Kaiser a visit by special train to the primordial cantons and this included the 
famous national hermitage. The Oberleutnant of the 59th Regiment Erzherzog Rainer from Salzburg 
toured like a tourist, before being sent to the Piave in the summer of 1917, where he remedied an 
Italian girlfriend, lost later, and a splinter of Italian grenade, which he instead brought to his grave 40 


years later along with the Iron Cross of the Knight of the Empire. 


Chapter VI: It works 


| don't Know why the Anunaki endowed the new breed of Terrestrials with the thin body, but they 
certainly had a good reason for it.

The thin 
memory appears to be like the computer's RAM. When we wake up it's like when the computer re- 
initializes. The RAM loses the power supply for a second, the basic operations are canceled and the 
Binary Operating System (BIOS) is reinitialized. So, before erasing everything we "dreamed" we must 
transfer it to the fixed memory if we want to remember it. | had studied my strange dreams for long. In 
my childhood they were sometimes nightmares, as a teenager they were visits to places and people of 
everyday life, then | started to dream of distant and often completely unknown places and people. | still 
have some fixed places and people known only during the sleep, which | visit often. | want to find out 
where they are in real life also because in dreams | see many details and interact with places, people 


and things, like boats, cars, motorcycles, almost miraculous electronic devices and sometimes with 


people known but already dead. Researchers divide sleep into REM and quiescent periods. Some 
periods of sleep are so calm, that the electroencephalogram has the flat curve, like that of the brain of 


a deceased. Here is the time when the thin body probably transfers the data to the cloud. 


| can possibly draw a parallel if | compare my researches to those of Sorbonne. Sleep is the activity 
where the physical brain interacts with the thin body.

Some people wake up terrified of what they call nightmares, but that could be real events in the past 
or future periods of their lives, events present in another dimension or in the life of other physical 
bodies where the same thin body is present. Deletion or interaction with data not relevant to the 
reference subject is not perfect. Moreover, that of the computer is not. The formatting of the hard disk 
(HDD) must be repetitive and with the re-registration of random data above the previously stored data. 
There are programs to reconstruct the data erased from a hard disk. The ordinary cancellation is not 
true in reality. When we delete something, the command actually only deletes the address on the first 
track of the hard drive. Data is no longer visible with normal software, but it still exists until we rewrite 
something above. The police, who recover a criminal's computer, can reconstruct the deleted contents 
of the hard disk. For this, Hilary Clinton hammered the hard disks of her illegal personal server and the 
memories of her secret phones, when she had lost the election, and knew she was being investigated
